In a recent London letter to the 77ribune Mr. 
Smalley writes: “ Messrs. Smith & Elder have 
printed lists of those works of Mr. Arnold 
which are issued by other houses than their 
‘own—a piece of polite good sense on which a 
word of praise is not thrown away. It is not 
less to their credit that they have refrained 
from disfiguring the back of the fiy-title or of 
the title itself with this or any other list. Such 
lists in such positions are too frequent in mod- 
ern books. They are advertisements thrust 
into the body of the book, and can not be got 
tid of because, odious as they are, they are 
made an integral part of the volume. To tear 


them out would be to tear out the title. The 
book-buyer has his choice of two remedies. 
Let him not buy the book thus defaced, and say 
why he does not buy it, or let him not buy any 
of the other books advertised in this impudent 
way. To an advertisement on a separate leaf 
at the end of the volume nobody objects.” 


Messrs. E. & F. N. Spon, of London, and 
446 Broome street, New-York, have just issued 
a new and tastful catalogue of their extensive 
series of engineering and other scientific books, 
which is very patriotic with its goddess of liber- 
ty and American eagle. 
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The Final Question. 


THERE is now but one thing left, virtually, to 
clinch and finish the work of reform, and that 
needs to be attended to at once, before these 
holiday times are over. The regular trade is 
for the most part at harmony within itself, re- 
cognizing in its sales the true principles of 
business, and this most dangerous kind of un- 
derselling—most dangerous because it tended 
to legitimatize bad ways and bolster up the 
professional undersellers—is stopped in most 
of the larger centres, and is being stopped else- 
where. With or without reform, the regular 
dealers could never goto the length of meeting 
the professional undersellers’ prices, because 
that would be sure ruin. They are therefore 
better off for the reform, even should these 
undersellers not be stopped, because the regu- 
lar dealers, as we said in our last issue, have 
several advantages over their competitors, 
which give them a considerable hold on the 
public so long as cut-throat competition among 
themselves is provided against. 

Nevertheless, the professional undersellers 
are doing a great deal of harm, and in justice 
especially to those who have been undersellers 
and have come into the reform, something 
ought to be done. The whole question, for 


New-York, the country about, and indirectly 


for the country at large, now centres in the two 
well-known cases in New-York. The oppor- 
tunities afforded these two shops are a constant 
provocation to all regular dealers to break 
away from the reform, unwise as that would be, 
and little as they intend it. If these difficulties 
could be done away with, all would be well. 
They are, of course, affecting both the publishing 
and the retail trades, and we may mention one 
instance. Roberts Brothers’ line of juveniles 
this year is certainly one of the best, brightest, 
and most salable in the market, and the books 
are relatively among the cheapest. They were 
bought largely by the up-town retail trade. 
You can go into these regular stores to-day, and 
find these books stacked away on the back 
shelves, because the $1.50 books are being 
sold at $1.08 at the up-town underselling 
shop, and the bookseller proper can’t pay his 
bills by selling at that price, if he would. Of 
course, the total sales are less to the publisher, 
and next year, one dealer said to us, the book- 
stores, if this thing is not stopped, will not 
dare to lay in this stock. We mention this case 
the more frankly, because we know the pub- 
lisher is not directly responsible for these 
sales, which have been made through the job- 
ber. And we know, as to one of these books, 
that the author herself has expressed grieved 
disapproval that her books should be treated in 


this way. The “ Bric-a-Brac” books are suffer- 
ing in the same way. Besides the lines named, 
current publications, of course the most salable, 
of Harpers, Appletons, Scribners, Osgood, Lip- 
pincotts, Hurd & Houghton, Carleton, and 
most of the other houses, with the “ Unabridg- 
ed,” are offered at odd prices ranging from 
twenty-five to a third off. 

This slaughter of prices is, as we have more 
than once said,a different thing from giving 
books away outright, which would be far pre- 
ferable. For the buyer believes that he is pay- 
ing a fair price for the book, and that the regu- 
lar bookseller must be asking an exorbitant 
one: whereas, the proprietors of these general 
stores avowedly use books to attract customers. 
They give away part of the real cost of the book, 
as the barkeeper gives away salt fish and other 
free-lunch delicacies to win trade for his busi- 
ness proper. It is becoming the settled belief of 
the trade that the same line of books can not be 
sold bythe regular dealers and by these under- 
selling shops in direct competition, and the 
question is to which publishers and jobbers 
prefer to sell. The publishers have generally 
made up their minds, and in several cases the 
two underselling shops have been notified by 
individual publishers that they could only buy 
of them at retail price, cash, and once or twice 
they have purchased books ordered by custom- 
ers, on these terms. The question now hinges 
upon whether the jobbers will carry out the 
policy of the publishers, or prefer opposition. 

This phase of the question has been made to 
assume immediate prominence by the action of 
D. Appleton & Co. during the past week- 
Finding that their goods were being thus un- 
dersold at retail, partly by reason of the large 
discount obtained of the jobber, they ascer- 
tained from what house the goods were ob- 
tained, and accordingly requested that house 
not to job their goods at better than a third. 
The reasons were courteously assigned—that 
they did not wish their books undersold, espe- 
cially as no jobbing house could safely sell on 
a margin between a third and five, which they 
gave, and forty, which they got. It being suggest- 
ed by the house in question that other jobbers 
would cut under if they didn’t, inquiry was 
made of the other jobbers, and it being found 
that they neither sold to these undersellers nor 
gave the objectionable terms, reply was made 
accordingly. No satisfactory reply having been 
made to the second note, the discount given to 
this jobbing house was reduced to a third, at 
which price they have since bought. Other 
houses are proposing the same step. 

Now we have much difficulty in treating this 
question, because in stating these facts, which 
will be generally understood to refer to a house 









one branch of whose business is in direct com- 
petition with our own, we lay ourselves open 
to being misunderstood. But we do not think 
we may rightly hesitate to say what the trade 
wish to have said for any such reasons, one 
way or the other, and we have never let adver- 
tising on the one hand nor rivalry on the other 
interfere with our trying to be just, honest, and 
frank. Every one must acknowledge, ourselves 
first, the right of any one to meet us in compe- 
tition, so long as it is fair, and, if we are mis- 
understood, we are satisfied to leave it to the 
trade to judge whether we have not always 
held the even balance in such matters. 

For we wish, in behalf of the trade, to appeal 
directly to this house not to put itself in the path 
of the reform at the moment of its triumph. 
The publishers in general, and the other job- 
bers, are each intending to protect the regular 
dealers by placing goods only where regular 
prices are adhered to. This one house at pre- 
sent blocks the way. It has long set a noble 
example, in its retail department, to the trade, 
and it can do a great thing now by protecting 
its customers by this needed further step. 
Otherwise it puts itself in antagonism to the 
whole retail trade. It was understood from its 
manager, with great satisfaction, at one of the 
Central Association meetings, that it would be 
ready to withhold goods or reduce discounts in 
the case of undersellers at the request of indi- 
vidual publishers as to their own books. 
Later, however, we are informed by the parties 
themselves, such requests from some smaller 
houses have been met by the retort that they 
were always complaining. In the present feel- 
ing of the trade, it no longer needs this indorse- 
ment to take the desired step, so greatly to the 
advantage of the trade, and therefore of itself, 
and we sincerely hope it may be taken. Ex- 
cessive discounts and promiscuous sales, here 
as at Chicago, have become distasteful to the 
publishers, whose present tendency is to meet 
this method of concentrating business in few 
hands by actually putting premiums on the 
business of smaller local jobbers. While 
the retailers have before expressed themselves 
Strongly that the regular trade, and not under- 
sellers, ought to be encouraged by jobbers. 

At the Niagara Convention, the manager of 
the house in question, who was most cordially 
received, declared that it would do every thing 
in its power to promote the interests of the 
trade and the reform. We have the best reason 
to believe that we have expressed to it the 
earnest desire of the retailers, the publishers, 
and the other jobbers, and their unanimous 
Opinion as to what is now absolutely necessary 

to promote the interests of the trade and of the 
reform And we shall be glad to hear by letter,

from any members of the trade, whether or noe 
we are right in saying what we have said. 





WE give below correspondence which ex- 
presses a considerable feeling in the trade as 
to the Messrs. Sheldon’s sale. We may add 
that the ‘‘explanation” was meant by that 
house as a “ handsome admission” that an ex- 
planation was called for, in courtesy to the 
trade, and was editorial in so far as we made 
in our own words the statement the Messrs. 
Sheldon requested us to put before the trade. 
We, however, deprecate the shape in which 
the sale was afterward advertised in the public 
press, as giving a definite standard of compari- 
son that should not have been given. Men 
who are going out of business must and will 
sell out, and this is the justification of such a 
sale. Mr. Sheldon, of course, does not pro- 
pose to try his own case in the Committee of 
Arbitration, but rather advises the other mem- 
bers, as a matter of form, to suggest to the 
trade that it should not sell books to his house. 
This puts the matter in its true light, and 
marks the distinction between this case and 
those who are selling below rates only to stock 
up again. We are given to understand that 
not $200 worth of new books have been laid in, 
either by purchase or exchange, within sixty 
days, and had it not been for their advertising 
a specified “discount” of a third, it seems te 
us the skirts of the house would have been 
quite clear.

The Messrs. Sheldon’s Sale. 


CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 10, 1875. 


To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly: 

DEAR Sir: In your issue of December 4th 
we have “an explanation” in reference to the 
proposed closing-out sale of Messrs. Sheldon 
& Co. 

The item is, in appearance, editorial, although 
you say you are requested by Messrs. Sheldon 
& Co. to make the statement, so that it is, im 
effect, the announcement of Messrs. Sheldon & 
Co. that they propose to put upon the market 
a large stock of miscellaneous books at prices 
which will insure ready sales ; in other words, 
they propose to sell these books at any prices 
they can get. This explanation (which on the 

‘ face of it is a very handsome admission that an 
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explanation is needed) is very artfully and 
plausibly stated. I think, however, that it will 
come short of satisfying a large class of book- 
sellers who also have large stocks of books 
they desire to sell, that it is “‘a case parallel to 
the provision for dead stock.” The case of 
Messrs. Sheldon & Co. is of little consequence, 
so far as its direct effect upon the Western 
trade is concerned ; yet it will be sure to sug- 
gest similar projects to others, whose “ honest 
reluctance,” with perhaps less show of reason, 
being subjected to the same pressure, will be 
likely to succumb as theirs has. Messrs. Shel- 
don & Co. probably went into the retail trade 
because they supposed there was money in it; 
they have discovered their error, and so have a 
large number of others, and if this is to be the 
recognized mode of getting out, by any con- 
siderable number of dealers, what is to be the 
condition of those whose “honest reluctance” 
is a little too strong for them? 

If this sale is advertised to any extent, it will 
affect the trade even at this distance—not so 
much, perhaps, in the particular books offered, 
but in the impression which it gives to book- 
buyers that the prices of books generaliy are 
excessive, and that they have only to wit for 
such opportunities to buy their supplies. The 
trade of this city have already lost sales of con- 
siderable amount by holding to the rules, and 
in the present weak state of the reform it 
would not take a very heavy. straw to break the 
camel’s back. Should a leading house in a 
leading city be the one to lay this straw on?

At the beginning of the season many 
of the larger houses cautioned their travellers 
against “loading,” but this injunction was al- 
most needless, as in nearly all instances the 
retailers “‘ shut down” on the travellers, which 
proves in no small degree that a vast majority 
of the retailers throughout the country are de- 
termined to meet their liabilities when due.

| the same testimony as to the caution exhibited 


by the retailers in their respective lines. These 
facts are encouraging and indicate a good fight 
with the hard times, and are predictive of the
